Candidate in Sensational Work. 


Goes Seven -eighths in 1:32 4-5 
Over Muddy Track with About 
130 Pounds in the Saddle. 


LOUISVILLE. Kr„ April 2.— Damask. Harry 
Pay ih* Whitney's Kentucky Derby candidate which 
is la-iitg trained hy Mom* Cnhlhlntt. fairly as- 
i on tided horsemen and work watchers at Churchill 
I owns i >i : morning when he indulged in a work-out 

of seven-eighths in 1:32 4 » over a track deep in 
mud and in the face of ail unusually high wind. 
It was by far the best work of any of tin- Derby 
prospects to date and tlie easy manner in which 
the coll ran ir the sticky going made it all the 
more it ipressivi . 

.lockey E. Ambrose was astride of Damask in his 
gallop. Goldhlatt stave him instructions to let the 
liorse work seven -eighths of n mile in the vicinity 
of 1 :-|il. After dismounting Ambrose said that he did 
not realize that the co!t was running so fast, and 
he was restraining him as Iwst lie could. Damask 
had on blinkers mid Ambrose wore spurs. The 
bitter were used simply to keep the horse under 
control and one jab with them started him on his 
\ya; In the early months of this year Damask 

s.-c’med to be a sluggish starter, lint now he lias 
o\ ermine that liahit and this morning lie ran the 
first 1:: It mile of his work-out in 50 seconds. Ser- 
vitor another of the Whitney horses, worked with 
him and his pacemaking was good for part of the 
way. hut Ambrose finally could not hold Damask 
back to him any longer. 

Veteran horsemen who witnessed it said that the 
three -year -old could have gone a mile in 1:42, or 
dose to that mark had Ambrose allowed hint. A 
heavy rain last night made the course worse than 
it lias been in a long time, but Damask skimmed 
over the track as though the soft going was made 
to order for him. In hi* work-out Damask wore 
heavy shoes without toes and carried easily 130 
pounds. Ambrose used a heavy training saddle and 
the rider himself is considerably aliove li is natural 
riding weight. 

Trainer Max Hirseh had Donnacona and On Watch 
out. lie sent them a mile together in 1 : .">9 ! . 
Jockey Cliff Robinson rode Donnacona, while New- 
ton Barrett was astride of tin Watch. The two 
horses were in the middle of the track all the 
way around, and both were hard held. It was 

llirsch's intention to give them a fairly brisk work, 
hut the fresh rain again caused him to alter his 
plans. The two riders essayed to keep them a- 
close together as pos>ihle. and either horse could 
have gone much faster. tin Watch did not dis- 

play the inclination to loaf that marked his work 
several days ago.

He 
spent this morning at Churchill Downs interview- 
ing horsemen as to their plans for the Lexington 
meet ing. 

Max Hirseh will take six of the G. W. Loft 
horses to Is-xington. including Donnacona and On 
Watch, which will probably start in the Blue Cra-s 
Stakes, lie said that he may run one or both of 
them in a sprint there the fore part <>f the meet- 
ing. Hirseh will also take three horses belonging 
to the Ogden Stable to Lexington.

CALIFORNIA'S PAST RACING GLORY 

Some of It Recalled by the Recent Disguise — 
Donna Winifreda Filly at Wikiup. 


(BY K. L. M’KKXNEY.) 

SAN FRANCISCO. Cal., April 2. — Memories of 
olden days of racing in California duster about 
the latest foal at Wikiup Rancho, a finely formed 
filly by Disguise- Donna Winifreda. A luilo of 
romance hangs over this young thoroughbred. In 
her veins is blood that brought fame to California 
as the nursery of great horses, among her near and 
remote antecedents being the race course kings and 
queens of the West, Donna Winifreda is a daugh- 
ter of Dr. 1-eggn, which captured the hearts of 
racegoers as a two-year-old. to hold them stead- 
fastly season after season. Dr. Leggo, hy I’tiryear 
D. -Sevens, won the Burns Handicap and other big 
slakes, and was one of the most popular horses 
that ever raced in California. He is a home prod- 
uct. foaled at A. B. Spreekels’ Napa Stock Karin, 
where lie has been a successful sire for some years. 

Sevens was a daughter of the imported stallinu 
Watercress, one of the noted sires that stood at 
.1. B. Hoggin's Rancid del 1’aso. near Sacramento. 
Sevens’ dam. Folly, was h.v Wildidle, another 'ire 
that was a brilliant success when mated with 
marcs owned by Californians. Wildidle is remem- 
bered principally as the sire of Flambeau, the mime 
of which i' ofien linked with that of Racine, an- 
other horse bred at I’nlo Alto Stock Farm l>v the 
late Senator Stanford. 

l’ioneor and recent breeding activities of the 

state are connected through Roman Lilly, dam of 
Donna Winifreda. as well as through Dr. Leggo. 
Brutus, sire of Roman Lady, is the sir* - of scores of 
thoroughbreds that have done mighty tilings on the 
turf. Brutus was hy Macgregor. dam imported 
Teardrop, hy Scottish Chief, one of a number of 
mares purchased in England by Senator Stanford. 
Tin* story goes that Senator Stanford thought 

Brums was undersized and his hocks not alto- 
gether satisfactory, so lie sold him when a few 
months old. It was the good fortune of Charles T. 
Boots to get Brutus. Of all the stallions that 
have ever stood in California. Brutus undoubtedly 
was the most suci-essful. sending out many win- 
ner'. and hi' -on' and daughters 'bowing prowess 
•u the stud. 

LATE SENATOR STANFORD S AMBITION. 

It was Senator Stanford’s ambition to buy 

Isonomy, but the English owner of the sou of 
Sterling Lola Bella would not part with him. llis 
agent did pick up, however, mares of the most 
fashionable blood of those days, in Flirt, lairy 
Rose and Amelia. The mares had been bred to 

Isonomy and it was boiled one of them might 
foal a colt that could be used in Hie stud. All 
the foals were fillies, milch to the disappointment 
of Senator Stanford. The dream of getting such a 
horse as Isinglass, destined to be the sire of Star 
Shoot, did not come true and Senator Stanford had 
to content himself with other sires. 

The Flirt, the Fairy Rose, and the Amelia filly 
foals were good racers and valuable matrons and as 
the years went on the senator and governor found 
a great deal of pleasure in following their careers 
and those of their progeny. Tin* Flirt filly was 
none other Ilian Gorgo. which is renieml*cred as 
having run third in the Suburban and as the winner 
of the Siren Stakes, the Record Stakes, and other 
important eastern races. All distances were within 
Hie capacity of the fleet daughter of Lonomy 
Flirt. Gorgo was tin* dam of good winners inter 
on. Among others of the offspring of Flirt were 
Flambeau, Flirtation, and Faustine. all stake win- 
ners. 

Imported Fairy Rose is remembered as tin* dam 
of Racine, tin* horse that broke Ten Rrneok's long 
standing record for si mile, and a great rare horse. 
Others of her produce were the flying Fnir.v and 
Kosomoiuie, dam of I’alo Alto, si stallion thsit has 
been used the last few seasons sit Roots’ Elmwood 
Stock Farm in mating with choicely bred mares 
la-longing to A. K. Macnmher. Daughters of the 
mares Senator Stanford brought from England were 
much sought after hy breeders, as they were uni- 
formly good producers. Nowadays their grand- 
daughters sind great-granddaughters are keeping up 
tin* £ 00(1 work. 


ESTIMATE OF DERBY CANDIDATES 


Here is an off-hand present-day export idea of 
some Kentucky Derby lending candidates si f tor ha-k- 
ing them over on the training grounds. The writer 
is a good judge: 

“The Derby horses sirs- backward in tlielr prepa- 
ration. Damask, however, is in the best possible 
trim. lie is a level, true-made horse, quiet and 
sensible sind does Isis work like a mail. lie is 
improving every day: in fact, only really found 

himself toward tin* close of New Orleans. Max 
Hirsch's pair. On Watch and Donnacona. sire well 
and hearty, but every day must needs In* a fine one 
for them if they sire to be made ready for the Derby. 
Judging from the condition of these. Ilie other Long 
Island wintered horses must he more backward still. 
I ted well may spring si surprise from Laurel. Itis 
horses sire said m In- more forward, l’rincc Pal is si 
vast |v improved liorse. He lists |im*d flown wonder- 
fully". The Sundridge neck and head, of course, he 
still has. Iml bodily, instead of growing more gross 
and bulky, he has fined flown and now looks the 
part of a coming race horse.” 


RETURNS FOR FIRST THREE MONTHS 


That the year 1929 will be a golden harvest for 
horsemen L already evident from the returns of the 
lirst three months of racing. From January 1 to 
and including March 31 the enormous sum of $NiWi.- 
2519 was distributed among horsemen participating 
in tin- racing at New Orleans. Havana and Tijuana.

PROVISIONS OF THE MARYLAND BILL 1 


The Burke Measure Now Before Legislature Because 
of Amendments. 


The Burke bill for the government of racing in 
Maryland is an exceedingly drastic and compre- 
hensive measure. It provides for the appointment 
of "si Maryland racing commission” of three mem- 
bers who simll he appointed hy the governor, the 
chairman to receive $4.<MM> salary per annum sind 
tin* other two members S3. IKK) each, with a limita- 
tion of $20,000 of it* annual expenses other than 
these salaries. It is tlie extraordinary supervisory 
executive and even punitive powers rested in this 
commission tliat is the finite remarkable feature 
of tlie law. This is set forth in Use following 

excerpt : 

“11. Said racing commission slnill have full 

power to prescribe rules, regulations anil condi- 
tinns under which all horse races shall lx- con- 

ducted within the State of .Maryland. Said com- 
mission may make rules governing, restricting or 
regulating belling mi such races and may fix or 
regulate the rate of charge by the licenses for ad- 
mission. or for the performance of any service, or 
the sale of any sirticle on the premises of such 

licensee, and may regulate the size of the purse, 
stake or reward to be offereil for the conduct of 
such races. 

“All contracts and agreements for the payment of 
looney and all salaries, fees and compensation psiid 
by any person or persons, association or corpora- 
tion licensed as hereinbefore provided, sind sill pm- 
poseii extensions, udilitions or improvements to the 
buildings, stables, improvements or tracks upon 
property owned or leased by such licensee shall lie 
subject to the approval of the commission. Said 
commission shall have power to compel the produc- 
tion of any and all books, memoranda or documents 
showing the receipts and disbursements of any 
person, corporation or association licensed under 
the provisions of this act to conduct race meetings. 

“The commission may at any time require tin- 
removal of any employe or official employed hy any 
licensee hereunder. The commission shall aLo 
have tin- power to require that the books and 
financial or other statements of any person, corpn- 
rsition or assm-iatifHi !b*-t,s>.| under ;i>e > revisions 
of this act shall be kepi in any msiuner which to the 
commission may seem best, anil that the commission 
shall also )«• authorized to visit, i>> investigate and 
to place expert accountants and such other persons 
as it may deem necessary iu the offices, tracks 
or places of business of any such person, cnrimra- 
tion or association, for the purpose of satisfying 
itself that the commission's rules ami regulations 
are strictly complied with, and tin- salaries ami 
expenses of such expert accountants or other per- 
son, eoi'pora t ion or association to whom they are 
nssjgned. . 

“The said commission shall have power to sum- 
mon witnesses before it and to administer oaths or 
atlirma Holts to such witnesses whenever, in the 
judgment of the said commission, it may he nec- 
essary for tlie effectual discharge of their duties; 
and any person fsiiliug to appear before said com- 
mission ssi tin* time stud place specified in answer t>> 
said summons, or refusing to testify, shall lie 
deemed guilty of si misdemeanor, sind. upon indict- 
ment ami conviction in a court of competent juris- 
diction. shsill he punishable by si tine of not more 
than $5. (MM) <>r by sentence t<> jail for not more than 
six months, or by sentence to both line and im- 
prisonment. in the judgment of the court. False 
swearing on the part of any witm-ssess shall la- 
deemed perjury and shall la- punished .-is such.” 

Other provisions call for a license fee of Xli.lKMI 
per day. to la- paid before the issuance of a license 
to race. Iu addition the state exacts fifteen per 
cent of each racing sissociat ion’s net revenue. As 
the hill wsis drawn it c.-illed for 112 racing days for 
the major organization'. Asi amendment cut tlie 
n mil her t<> llM). Last year the racing at Pimlico. 
Laurel ami Havre dc Grace covered llu days, so the 
reduction amounts to ten days. Fairs may he li- 
censed to conduct racing for five days sit si fee of 
$50 per day. The Agricultural and Mechanical As- 
sociation of Washington County may have two meet- 
ings of five days each. However, the heart of the 
'proposed new law is in the sections quoted.

PARIS. France, March 1$ -Mareli 15. the opening 
day of tlie Paris racing season at the Auteuil course, 
such an immense crowd passed through tlie turn- 
stiles that the authorities would not give the fig- 
ure, for publication. Tin* reason for this may be 
that the people of the republic might become curi- 
ous as to u hat In-conies of all the money. Since 
the war the price of admission to French race 
courses lias been greatly increased. In the case of 
Lougchamps and Auteuil the price of entry to Un- 
popular inclos tires lias been doubled. The “Paris 
Sport” estimated tin- opening day's gate receipts at 
$19,000. The value of the five races oil the program 
was collectively less than $10,000. large part of 
which is raised by the owners’ subscription fees. 
There is thus a balance of nearly *40.000. which, 
after tlie deduction of a few hundred dollars for 
working expenses, presumably becomes dividend.

February 15, exceeded Kl.INNI.flllO. As racing takes 
place practically every day of the year in France, 
it may In- assumed that the various racing societies

at Ding Roach. Fishermen in southern California 
are becoming interested in making new finds, and 
are vying with each other in turning over to tlu* 
laboratory new and unusual f:-!i for identification. 

Among the ran- unknown fishes which have 
recently bern identified is a si ipe fish, picked up 
mi the I'-nn-h at Avalon. Santa Catalina Island; 
•o i-alled because of the long sb-nder snout at the 
oiiil of which is found the small mouth. This fish 
was first named from one taken near Laysan Island, 
in Ha- Hawaiian group: but the fish lias a wide 
distribution, having la-en found in East Africa. 
I lie- India ii Ocean. China, and tin* Mediterranean. 
Unlike other rare fish taken in our waters, it is so 
small and slow moving that it cannot well he a 
stray front far distant waters. This heightens the 
interest Very greatly, as it moans the discovery of 
what may he a new resident species. 

Aim: her fish, known as the "Runner.” was taken 
last spring off Cape San Lucas. Dover California. 
Although belonging to tin- same family as our yel- 
hm tail, it Ii.-is never In-fore occurred on the west 
coast of North America. 

A crested hand fish, a rare ami beautiful fish 
of strange form, was discovered swimming in tin- 
breakers at Ding Bench on July 25, 1919. This 

strange fish is about four foot long, eight inches 
deep, and only one and a half Inches wide. Tin- 
skin is smooth without scales, except for a single 
row against tin* dorsal fin. and of a bright silvery 
color with purplish tints on the head. The eye is 
large, the mouth small, armed with small bristle- 
like to‘-t!i. and the fins are bright red. This is 
tile first specimen which lias fallen into the 
hands of naturalists in America. In fact, it is so 
rare that probably not more than a dozen speci- 
mens have ever la-en taken. All Italian scientist 
was the first lo discover and name the fish. 

Of equal interest is a deep sea monster, captured 
in the fine mesh nets of tie- Kish and Game Com- 
mission’s patrol launch Alliaeorc. So rare is the 
gr-at- mouthed ferocious-looking creature, that it 
lias no common name. It is known t<» scientists as 
Idiacaiithus anlrostemtis. This fish is about three 
inches long, jet black in color, pud worntlike in 
form. A row of luminous spots are placed on each 
side, supposedly supplying light, for at t depth 
normally inhabited by this fish there is lit.le tight. 
In Ison a specimen was taken near Catalina Island 
at a depth of IHJ3 fathoms, and closely r--l ilcd 
species have been taken in the mid-Atlantic at a 
depth of 2.73)0 fathoms. 

The plans for the new fisheries laboratory to bo 
built at San Pedro call for an exhibition hall, 
where these and similar rarefies of the deep sea 
may In- exhibited t-> tin- public. The fact Hint a 
corps of the state’s scientists arc close at hand, 
ready to identify the strange creatures capt tired 
by southern California fishermen, assures a wider 
knowledge of the sea’s resources.
